Khe retired to her room, 
and after writing a note she took tie 
poison and retired. About n o'clock a 
friend called upon her, and she in- 
formed him that she had taken poison 
and was going to die. Thinking that 
this was only one of her jokes, or that

drinking, he paid 


little attention to her remark

over an hour alterward and until 
she bad gone to sleep. Her slumbers

Medical Standards. 


"VVe gave some account not long 


ago of tho good work done by the 
famous Illinois, State Board of Health, 
which in tlio 'past has. succeeded 
in driving more than 1000 quacks 
out of that State, and the even more 
important work done by the board in 
setting a standard o( medical educa- 
tion for colleges, to which it wss 
necessary for them to attain if they 
desired their degrees recogni/.ed i-t 
Illinois. 
This standard 
did net 


recognise any of the distinctions of 
the schools, allopathic, homeopathii, 
or eclectic, but simply required acei- 
tain pro6ciency in medical and an- 
atomical knowledge common to them 
all. 
The 
eflect of tho setting of j eat 


this standard was folt all over t:u! 
United States, because medical col- 
leges generally made it an object tu 
require a proficiency before gradua- 
tion, which should be at least eqaui 
to 
that required by the Illincis 


licard. Naturally a board of this 
sort, exercising a rigid censorship 
over the pretensions of quacks am 
medicasters, became the object of at- 
tack for a large class well provided 
with means of every sort, and having 
no scruples as to their application. 
Their efforts were of no avail, how- 
ever, until last week in the Illinois 
Legislature they succeeded in having:
